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TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS 
OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  jny  24th  Annual  Report 
on  the  Health  and  Vital  Statistics  of  the  Borough  of  Wrexham 
for  the  year  1946. 

There  is  a marked  increase  in  the  population  as  estimated 
by  the  Registrar-General,  and  this  is  accompanied  by  an  increase 
in  the  Birth  Rate  and  a diminution  in  the  Death  Rate.  The 
Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  very  low  and  is  the  lowest  on  record 
and  is  below  that  of  England  and  Wales. 

One  of  the  most  satisfactory  features  has  been  the  diminu- 
tion in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria,  and  for  the  last  three 
years  there  has  been  no  death  from  this  dangerous  disease. 

During  the  year,  discussions  arose  in  reference  to  the 
establishment  of  subsidiary  infant  welfare  clinics  in  the  Borough, 
and  this  should  materially  decrease  the  excessive  number  of 
mothers  with  babies  who  attend  each  session  at  the  present 
clinic. 


A great  deal  of  attention  in  the  deliberations  of  the  Health 
Committee  was  directed  to  the  case  of  Davies  v.  Morris  in  refer- 
ence to  the  non-addition  of  “ strippings  " to  the  milk  supply 
sold  in  the  Borough.  This  was  the  subject  of  an  Appeal  to  the 
Higher  Court  which  was  not  allowed,  and  representations  have 
been  made  on  the  question  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  and  it  is 
to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  legislation  will  be  directed  to 
the  removal  of  an  anomalous  position  in  reference  to  the  purity 
of  the  milk  supply. 

I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of  paying  a tribute 
to  the  excellent  work  done  by  the  sanitary,  nursing  and  clerical 
staff  during  the  year.

During  the  year  there  were  577  live  births,  of  which  272  were 
males  and  305  females.  The  total  number  is  an  increase  of  64 
.over  1945.  Of  these  births.  514  were  legitimate  and  63  were 
illegitimate.  The  legitimate  births  have  increased  by  80  and  the 
illegitimate  births  have  decreased  by  16.

Rate  of  8.12  per  thousand  population. 

Stillbirths. 

During  the  year  there  were  22  Stillbirths.  Of  these  10 
were  males  and  12  females,  3 males  and  1 female  being  illegitimate. 

The  rate  is  0.79  per  thousand  population  as  compared 
with  0.53  for  England  and  Wales.  The  rate  of  stillbirths  per 
thousand  live  and  stillbirths  is  36.7  as  compared  with  39.3  for 
1945. 

Deaths. 

During  the  year,  the  total  number  of  deaths  registered  as 
having  occurred  in  the  Borough  was  681.  From  this  number, 
355  persons  who  were  non-resident  must  be  deducted,  but  25 
Borough  residents  who  died  outside  the  Borough  have  to  be 
added.  This  makes  a total  number  of  deaths  in  respect  of  the 
Borough  of  351  as  compared  with  337  in  1945. 

Death  Rate. 

Taking  the  figure  of  351  as  representing  the  actual  number 
of  deaths,  this  gives  a death  rate  of  12.6  as  compared  with  13.1 
in  1945.

Cancer. 

During  the  year,  there  were  53  deaths,  23  being  males 
and  30  females.  The  number  for  the  previous  year  was  44,  so 
that  there  has  been  an  increase  of  9 cases.  The  ratio  of  Cancer 
deaths  to  total  deaths  is  1 : 6.6  as  compared  with  1 : 7.2  in  1945, 
and  the  Cancer  death  rate  per  thousand  population  is  1.72  as 
compared  with  1.8  in  1946.  Deaths  from  Cancer  amount  to 
15.6  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Heart  Disease. 

Heart  Disease  was  responsible  for  101  deaths  as  compared 
with  89  in  1945.  Of  these  deaths,  there  was  a slight  increase  in 
the  female  deaths  but  a larger  increase  in  the  male  deaths.  The 
total  number  represents  28.77  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths. 

Intra-Cranial  Haemorrhage. 

Fifty  deaths  occurred  from  Cerebral  Haemorrhage  equally 
divided  amongst  the  sexes,  as  compared  with  34  in  1945.  Here 
again  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths  in  the 
male  sex  and  a slight  increase  in  the  female  sex. 

Pulmonary  Causes. 

Bronchitis  shows  an  increase  of  four  over  the  previous 
year  and  represents  7.4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  Deaths 
from  Pneumonia  have  decreased  from  22  to  13  and  represent 
3.74  of  the  total  deaths.  From  all  non-tuberculous  pulmonary 
causes,  47  persons  died  or  13.4  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths.  In 
addition  to  these  there  were  14  deaths  from  pulmonary  tuber- 
culosis or  3.9  per  cent.,  making  the  total  pulmonary  deaths  from 
all  cases,  61,  namely  31  males  and  27  females,  or  17.6  per  cent, 
of  the  total  deaths. 

INFANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  children  under  one  year  of  age 
was  23  as  compared  with  38  for  1945.  Of  these  19  were 
legitimate  and  4 illegitimate.  Eleven  were  males,  of  which  8 
were  legitimate  and  12  females,  11  being  legitimate.  Of  the  23 
infant  deaths,  16  were  neo-natal.

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INFANTILE  MORTALITY  RATE. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  is  39.9  as  compared  with 
43.0  for  England  and  Wales,  and  is  the  lowest  recorded  in  this 
area.  This  is  the  first  year  in  which  our  rate  is  below  that  of 
England  and  Wales.  In  looking  at  the  differential  Infantile 
Mortality  Rate,  it  would  appear  that  the  highest  rate  is  in  respect 
of  illegitimate  males  which  reaches  the  high  rate  of  90.9  per 
thousand  illegitimate  births.  The  total  illegitimate  infantile 
mortality  rate  per  thousand  illegitimate  births  is  63.5. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  of  the  23  cases  nearly  50  per  cent, 
namely  11,  were  due  to  prematurity,  and  prematurity  with 
congenital  causes  were  responsible  for  17  cases  out  of  23.  It  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  there  were  no  deaths  from  Gastro- 
enteritis nor  from  Diarrhoea  and  Vomiting.  A report  of  each 
death  is  included  in  the  normM  quarterly  report  to  the  Health 
Committee. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY. 

There  were  three  deaths  from  maternal  causes  during  the 
year,  giving  a maternal  mortality  rate  of  5.0  per  thousand  total 
(live  and  still)  births. 

NOTI FI  ABLE  DISEASES. 

During  the'  year  436  cases  of  Infectious  Disease  were 
notified  to  the  Public  Health  Department  as  against  607  in  1945. 

There  has  been  another  decrease  in  the  number  of 
notifications  of  Scarlet  Fever.  There  were  13  cases  notified  as 
compared  with  39  in  1945.  There  is  also  a satisfactory  decrease 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  from  21  in  1945  to  9 in  1946. 
The  Cerebro-spinal  Meningitis  cases  have  diminished  from  6 to  2. 
Pneumonia  cases  have  also  decreased  from  75  to  59.  Measles 
cases  have  decreased  from  402  to  302  and  Whooping  Cough  from 
53  to  43.  Thus,  with  the  exception  of  a slight  increase  in 
Erysipelas  and  Poliomyelitis,  all  the  categories  of  Infectious 
Disease  have  diminished  during  the  year.  Of  all  the  notifiable 
diseases  25  were  admitted  to  the  Fever  Hospital  as  compared 
with  69  in  1945  and  143  in  1944.  Of  the  notifiable  diseases, 
13  died  from  Pneumonia  and  one  from  Whooping  Cough,  and  it  is 
satisfactory  to  note  that  no  deaths  occurred  from  the  following 
diseases,  viz.  : Typhoid,  C.S.M.  , Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever, 

Measles.  This  is  an  indication  of  the  marked  reduction  in 
incidence  and  virulence  of  infection.

Diphtheria. 


During  the  year,  9 cases  were  notified  and  9 were  admitted 
to  the  Fever  Hospital.  Of  the  nine  cases,  three  were  young 
adults  over  the  age  of  20  and  there  were  only  4 cases  below  the 
age  of  ten  and  two  below  the  age  of  5.  The  number  notified  is 
the  lowest  on  record  and  undoubtedly  will  cause  satisfaction. 

It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  during  the  last  three  years 
no  deaths  from  Diphtheria  have  occurred,  and  only  one  during  the 
last  four  years.  It  is  undoubtedly  the  immunisations  that  have 
taken  place  at  the  Clinic  and  in  the  schools  which  have  given 
such  a satisfactory  result  in  decreasing  the  incidence  of  this  disease. 

The  case  rate  per  thousand  population  is  0.32  as  compared 
with  0.8  for  1945  and  0.28  for  England  and  Wales.  This  latter 
figure  is  interesting  as  an  indication  that  though  we  have  so  few 
cases,  our  rate  is  above  that  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 
It  is  also  an  indication  that  Diphtheria  incidence  throughout  the 
country  is  extremely  low.

Diphtheria  Immimlsatlon. 

During  the  year,  774  cases  under  the  age  of  15  were 
immunised.  Of  these,  368  were  children  below  the  age  of  five 
and  406  were  children  of  school  age  between  the  ages  of  5 and  15. 
I need  hardly  refer  to  the  benefits  that  the  population  receives 
through  this  protection  against  one  of  the  worst  diseasesfrom 
which  a child  can  suffer, 
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During  the  last  few  years  the  incidence  of  Diphtheria  has 
been  remarkably  reduced  and  during  1946  onl}^  9 cases  occurred. 
This  could  be  compared  with  181  cases  in  1936. 

In  the  period  previous  to  the  outbreak  of  hostilities, 
Diphtheria  was  very  prevalent  throughout  the  Borough,  but 
'during  the  year  1946  notification  of  a case  of  Diphtheria  was  a 
rare  event. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  is  13  as  compared 
» with  39  in  1945  and  94  in  1944.  Of  these  cases  12  were  admitted 
to  the  Isolation  Hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths.  Once  again 
the  type  of  infection  was  a very  mild  one.  The  case  rate  per 
thousand  population  is  1.5  as  compared  with  1.38  for  England 
and  Wales. 

Measles, 

302  cases  were  notified  as  compared  with  402  in  1945,  and 
the  case  rate  is  10.8  per  thousand  as  compared  with  3.92  for 
England  and  Wales.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  infection 
during  the  year. 


Whooping  Cough. 

43  cases  were  notified  as  compar.ed  with  53  in  1945.  The 
case  rate  per  thousand  population  was  1.5  as  compared  with  2.06 
in  1945  and  2.28  for  England  and  Wales.  There  was  one  death 
during  the  year. 

Cerebro-Spinal  Fever. 

During  the  period  of  hostilities,  this  area  suffered  a very 
serious  epidemic  of  C.S.F.,  and  it  is  satisfactory  to  note  that  this 
has  now  subsided  and  during  the  year  there  were  only  two  cases 
notified  as  compared  with  6 in  1945.  The  case  rate  per  thousand 
population  is  0.07  as  compared  with  0.23  in  1945  and  the  figure 
for  England  and  Wales  for  1946  is  0.05.  There  were  no  deaths 
during  the  year. 

Enteric  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  during  the  year. 

Erysipelas. 

Two  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
1 in  1945.  The  case  rate  per  thousand  population  is  0.07  as 
compared  with  0.22  for  England  and  Wales. 


Pneumonia. 

59  cases  were  notified  during  the  year  as  compared  with 
75  in  1945.  The  case  rate  per  thousand  population  is  2.1  as 
compared  with  0.89  for  England  and  Wales.  Of  these,  11  were 
under  the  age  of  two  years  and  18  were  under  the  age  of  five 
years.  18  of  the  cases  -were  over  the  age  of  45  and  9 cases 
occurred  in  the  school  age  group  between  five  and  fifteen.  There 
were  13  deaths  during  the  year  as  compared  with  22  in  1945. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum.

Thirty-seven  cases  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  were  notified 
during  the  year.  Twenty-five  of  these  were  males  and  12  female, 
and  of  the  25  males  8 were  between  the  ages  of  25  and  35  and  5 
between  the  ages  of  45  and  55.  Of  the  12  female  pulmonary 
cases  8 were  between  the  ages  of  20  and  35  and  only  one 
under  the  age  of  15.  In  addition  to  these,  there  were  3 cases 
of  non-pul  monary  tuberculosis,  one  male  and  2 female,  and  only 
one  of  these  was  below  the  age  of  ten. 

There  were  14  deaths  during  the  year  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis,  7 males  and  7 females.  There  were  no  deaths 
from  non-palmonary  tuberculosis.  The  deaths  from  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  represent  3.9  per  cent,  of  the  total  deaths,

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In  examining  the  above  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  of  the 
436  cases,  171  were  between  the  ages  of  five  and  ten,,  and  of  these 
147  were  cases  of  Measles  and  10  of  Whooping  Cough.  190  cases 
were  below  the  age  of  five,  and  of  these  49  were  below  the  age  of 
two  years.  These  cases  under  five  were  chiefly  Pneumonia, 
Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  It  is  satisfactory  to  note  that 
there  were  only  five  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  Scarlet  Fever 
notified  under  the  age  of  five.

From  the  above  table,  it  will  be  noticed  that  the  number  of 
mothers  with  babies  attending  the  Centre  has  reached  the  high 
figiure  of  1,104,  or  an  increase  of  132  on  the  figures  of  1945.  The 
total  attendance  of  mothers  with  babies  reached  the  figure  of 
9,172  'as  compared  with  8,963  for  1945.  The  average  sessional 
attendance  is  91.7,  which  is  an  abnormally  high  figure  for  an 
average  session  at  the  Clinic.  The  number  cf  medical  consulta- 
tions^ continued  to  rise  and  increased  by  81  to  the  figure  of  1,301. 

Discussions  have  taken  place  in  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  with  a view  of  establishing  subsidiary 
maternity  and  child  welfare  centres  in  various  parts  of  the 
Borough.  It  was  felt  that  the  distance  that  some  mothers 
have  to  come  to  the  Clinic  is  excessive,  and  arrangements  are  now 
in  hand  for  three  subsidiary  clinics  to  be  opened  in  the  near 
future  at  Garden  Village  in  the  northern  part  of  the  Town,  Spring 
Lodge  in  the  eastern  part  of  the  Town,  which  will  cater  for  two 
large  Council  housing  estates  and  also  for  an  extension  of  the 
Borough  housing  activities  in  Cefn  Park  until  a new  health 
centre  is  provided  on  the  new  housing  estate  now  in  course  of 
erection.  A third  centre  is  to  be  at  Gatefield,  Kings  Mills  Road, 
and  this  will  cater  for  the  southern  part  of  the  area, 

One  of  our  chief  difficulties  in  .establishing  these  centres 
has  been  the  provision  of  adequate  equipment,  and  though 
this  has  been  on  order  for  several  months,  there  is  no  definite 
indication  as  to  when  the  necessary  equipment  will  arrive.  The 
establishment  of  these  three  clinics  will  raise  the  question  of 
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administration.  There  are  at  present  two  Health  Visitors  who 
are  in  attendance  at  two  maternity  and  child  welfare  sessions 
each  week  and  also  at  two  ante-natal  sessions  weeks,  and  if  three 
more  clinics  are  to  be  established,  there  must  be  an  additional 
health  visitor  appointed,  or  the  work  of  home  visiting  will  have 
to  be  severely  curtailed.  Lneed  hardly  point  out  the  importance 
of  an  efficient  system  of  visiting  the  mothers  at  the  homes, 
whereby  a large  amount  of  useful  educational  work  can  be 
effected.  The  Welsh  Board  of  Health  lay  great  stress  on  the 
importance  of  home  visiting,  and  this  view  is  also  held,  and 
rightly  so,  by  the  chairman  and  members  of  the  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee. 

Attendance  at  the  Ante-natal  Clinic  shows  a large  increase 
during  the  year.  329  mothers  attended,  an  increase  of  100  over 
the  previous  year,  and  these  made  1 ,734  attendances  as  compared 
with  703  in  1945.  It  is  thus  obvious  that  the  average  number  of 
attendances  per  case  is  on  the  increase.  In  addition  to  these, 
11  post-natal  cases  made  15  attendances. 

It  is  thus  apparent  that  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
and  Ante-na^l^^Clinics  are  serving  a very  useful  purpose  in  the 
Borough  and/is  a contributory  factor  in  the  marked  reduction  in 
the  infantile  mortality  rate  from  76.0  in  1945  to  39.9  in  1946, 
the  lowest  on  record.  This  latter  figure  is  based  on  the  number 
of  births  registered,  but  if  one  takes  into  consideration  the  number 
of  births  notified  to  the  public  health  department,  the  rate  is 
found  to  be  34.0. 

During  the  maternity  and  child  welfare  sessions,  personnel 
of  the  Ministry  of  Food  are  in  attendance  distributing  National 
Dried  Milk,  orange  juice  and  cod  liver  oil.  There  seems  to  be  a 
reluctance  on  the  part  of  the  mothers  to  make  the  fullest  use  of  the 
cod  liver  oil  supplied,  and  this  is  rather  unfortunate,  seeing  that 
cod  liver  oil  contains  very  important  vitamins  which  are  essential 
for  the  proper  growth  and  development  of  the  child.  Capsules 
containing  Vitamins  A.  and  D.  are  distributed  in  the  ante-natal 
clinic,  and  this  system  is  being  extended  in  1947  to  include  post- 
natal cases. 

One  cannot  praise  too  highly  the  work  done  by  the  Health 
Visitors  not  only  at  the  clinics  but  also  in  the  homes.  During 
the  year,  no  fewer  than  7,489  home  visits  were  paid  as  compared 
with  5,814  in  1945.  Of  this  number  344  were  paid  to  expectant 
mothers,  3,121  to  children  under  the  age  of  one  year  as  compared 
with' 2,428  in  1945  ; and  what  is  also  a very  important  factor 
is  the  large  increase  in  the  number  of  visits  affecting  children 
between  the  ages  of  one  and  five  years.  In  this  category,  3,349 
visits  were  paid  as  .compared  with  2,483  in  1945.

Care  of  Premature  irifanis. 

During  the  year,  27  babies,  weighing  5 \ lbs.  or  less  were 
notified  to  us  and  use  was  made  of  the  special  equipment  which 
has  been  obtained  in  relation  to  Circular  20/44.  This  equipment 
is  issued  on  loan  to  midwives  and  returned  to  the  Clinic.  Ten 
premature  babies  were  born  at  home  and  17  in  hospital.  Of  those 
born  at  home,  one  died  during  the  first  24  hours  and  8 survived  at 
the  end  of  one  month.  Of  those  born  in  hospital  3 died  in  the  first 
24  hours  and  10  survived  at  the  end  of  one  month. 
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The  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children. 

During  the  last  few  years  a large  amount  of  discussion  has 
taken  pla?ce  in  reference  to  the  Care  of  Illegitimate  Children,  and 
it  is  to  be  regretted  that  the  discussions  have  broken  down  without 
any  agreement  being  reached  on  this  important  question. 

Maternity  Homes. 

Maternity  cases  are  admitted  to  Croesnewydd  Hospital 
and  also  to  Gladwyn  Maternity  Home,  Gresford,  for  normal 
cases.  Abnormal  cases  were  admitted  to  Ruabon  Maternity 
Hospital.  Maternity  accommodation  is  also  provided  at  a 
private  nursing  home  in  the  Borough. 

During  the  year,  186  cases  were  referred  from  the  Clinic  to 
the  Maternity  Homes  and  of  these  101  were  admitted  to  Croes- 
newydd Hospital  as  compared  with  117  in  1945,  57  to  Gladwyn 
Maternity  Home,  as  compared  with  32  in  1945  and  28  to  Ruabon 
Maternity  Home  as  compared  with  15  in  1945. 

Home  Help  Scheme 

Provision  is  made  for  home  helps  in  cases  of  confinement, 
and  these  are  dealt  with  by  the  Health  Department  and  are 
reported  to  the  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Sub-Committee. 
Twelve  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Domestic  Help  Scheme. 

Provision  is  also  made  for  domestic  helps  in  cases  of 
illness,  and  four  cases  were  dealt  with  during  the  year. 

Infant  Life  Protection  (Children  and  Young  Persons  Act). 

The  duties  under  this  Act  are  carried  out  by  the  two 
Health  Visitors.  There  are,  howeVer,  no  cases  to  be  kept  under 
observation  at  the  present  time.

LABORATORY  WORK. 

Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway. 

This  Laboratory  has  been  established  to  help  local  author- 
ities throughout  the  country  in  their  investigation  of  Infectious 
Disease,  Milk  and  Water  Supplies  in  relation  to  Infectious  Disease. 

Contributions  are  paid  by  the  Borough,  and  the  Laboratory 
provides  all  services  free  of  charge  as  may  be  required.  It  also 
supplies  Diphtheria  Immunisation  Material.  Bacteriological  ex- 
amination of  Water  Samples  are  undertaken,  but  any  chemical 
work  and  milk  supplies  are  examined  only  in  reference  to  out- 
breaks of  suspected  infectious  disease,  and  not  as  a routine 
measure. 

Plas  Maelor  Emergency  Hospital. 

This  Hospital  has  a small  laboratory  in  which  milk  samples 
are  examined.  Certain  pathological  work  is  also  undertaken 
chiefly  in  reference  to  the  Emergency  Hospital. 

The  Wrexham  and  East  Denbighshire  War  Memorial  Hospital. 

The  Pathological  Department  at  the  War  Memorial 
Hospital  is  used  in  reference  to  sampling  of  milk  under  the 
administration  of  Dr.  * Grace,  of  Chester. 

Samples  of  milk  are  continually  being  sent  to  the  Laborat- 
ory in  Rhosymedre  under  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisher- 
ies. Samples  are  also  sent  for  chemical  analysis  to  the  Public 
Analyst,  Mr.  Lowe,  of  Chester.

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WATER  SUPPLY. 

The  Borough  of  Wrexham  is  fortunate  in  having  a very 
satisfactory  water  supply.  This  water  is  obtained  from  two 
sources,  namely,  the  upper  moorland  supply  from  Cae  Llwyd  and 
Ty  Mawr  on  the  Minera  mountain,  and  also  another  supply 
from  underground  sources  from  the  Park  Day  Adit  in  Minera. 
The  upper  moorland  supply  is  of  an  extremely  soft  nature, 
whereas  that  obtained  from  the  underground  source  at  Minera 
is  hard.  Both  supplies  of  water  are  directed  to  the  mechanical 
filters  and  chlorinating  plants  installed  at  the  Legacy  water  works 
and  directed  to  the  works  at  Packsaddle  and  thence  to  the  service 
mains  to  the  Borough  of  Wrexham. 

During  the  year,  13  samples  of  water  were  taken  of  which 
1 1 were  classified  as  very  satisfactory.  Class  I,  under  the  Ministry 
of  Health  classification.  Unfortunately,  one  of  the  specimens 
was  broken  in  transit  to  London.  Of  all  the  samples,  one  taken  at 
1 , Grosvenor  Road,  was  materially  contaminated,  but  showed  no 
evidence  of  recent  faecal  pollution.  It  is  difficult  to  explain  why 
there  should  be  this  one  unsatisfactory  sample  and  in  such  an 
eventuality,  a close  investigation  is  made  by  us  together  with 
officials  of  the  Water  Company. 

Swimming  Baths. 

Two  samples  of  water  from  the  swimming  baths  were  taken 
during  the  year,  and  both  were  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

The  arrangements  in  respect  of  drainage  and  sewerage  in 
the  Borough  have  undergone  no  alteration  except  for  the  con- 
struction of  a new  sewer  to  accommodate  the  new  housing  estate 
at  Cefn  Park.  The  question  of  the  purchase  of  the  Five  Fords 
Sewage  Farm  has  not  yet  been  decided,  though  discussions  are 
still  taking  place  in  reference  to  this  important  matter. 

MILK  SUPPLIES. 

A large  amount  of  work  is  carried  out  by  the  Sanitary 
Inspector’s  Department  in  reference  to  the  purity  of  the  milk 
supply  and  the  reports  of  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  are  always 
thoroughly  discussed  in  the  meetings  of  the  Health  Committee. 
During  the  year,  a great  deal  of  interest  was  taken  in  a milk 
prosecution  case,  Davies  v.  Morris,  particulars  of  which  are  given 
in  detail  in  the  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Report. 

HEALTH  DEPARTMEN  T— S T A F F . 

The  only  changes  which  occurred  during  the  year  affected 
the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  Department.  The  Chief  Sanitary  In- 
spector, Mr.  A.  McCartney,  commenced  duties  in  October,  1946. 
His  predecessor,  Mr.  F.  G.  Davies,  obtained  an  appointment  as 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  to  Exeter  City.  Mr.  S.  J.  V.  James, 
who  was  trained  in  the  health  department,  qualified  as  a Sanitary 
Inspector  before  he  joined  H.M.  Forces,  and  was  at  the  time  an 
improver.  On  his  demobilisation,  he  was  appointed  Additional 
Sanitary  Inspector. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT 

OF  THE 

CHIEF  SANITARY  INSPECTOR 

FOR  THE  YEAR  1948. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  First  Annual  Report  upon 
the  work  of  the  Sanitary  Inspectors’  Department. 

I commenced  my  duties  on  October  14th,  1946,  succeeding 
Mr.  F.  G.  Davies,  who  had  resigned  on  March  31st  to  take  up  the 
post  of  Chief  Sanitary  Inspector,  Exeter.  Mr.  W.  H.  M.  Edwards 
also  left  the  Borough  on  March  31st.  Thus,  for  nearly  five  months 
of  the  year,  the  Department  was  left  with  only  two  Sanitary 
’ Inspectors.  The  position  was  improved  by  the  return  of  Mr.  S. 
J.  V.  James  from  the  Royal  Air  Force  on  September  1st.  Prior 
to  his  calling-up,  Mr.  James  was  an  Improver  in  the  Department, 
and,  on  his  return,  he  was  appointed  as  Assistant  Sanitary  In- 
spector. It  will  be  obvious,  therefore,  that  a considerable  burden 
was  placed  on  the  two  remaining  Sanitary  Inspectors,  and  I would 
pay  a tribute  to  the  manner  in  which  they  carried  out  their  duties 
during  a difficult  period. 

Supervision  of  food  supplies  is  still  an  all-important  feature 
of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  work,  and  the  appointment  of  a full- 
time Meat  Inspector  has  proved  very  successful  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  meat  inspection. 

I beg  to  express  my  appreciation,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Members,  for  your  support  and  encouragement  to  me  since 
taking  up  my  appointment,  and  would  like  to  acknowledge  the 
help  given  to  me  by  Dr.  T.  P.  Edwards  and  other  Officers  of  the 
Council.  In  conclusion,  I would  thank  my  staff  for  their  excellent 
work  during  the  year.

Towards  the  end  of  the  year  a special  survey  of  all  the 
bakehouses  in  the  Borough  was  carried  out,  and  the  general 
hygienic  standard  was  found  to  be  very  satisfactory. 

In  only  one  case  was  it  considered  necessary  to  take  action 
with  regard  to  sanitary  accommodation,  and  plans  have  now  been 
submitted  to  effect  the  necessary  improvements. 

Retail  Distribution. 

The  high  standard  of  hygiene  in  the  bakehouses  is  not  in 
some  cases  being  maintained  in  the  distribution  of  bread.  Un- 
fortunately it  is  not  uncommon  to  see  bread  exposed  to  dust, 
flies,  dogs,  etc.  The  Local  Authority  have  the  power,  under 
Section  15,  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  1938,  to  make  byelaws  with 
respect  to  the  handling,  wrapping  of  food  and  the  sale  of  food  in 
the  open  air,  but  the  present  time  does  not  appear  opportune  for 
the  adoption  of  such  a measure.  It  is  however,  an  important 
aspect  of  the  law  relating  to  food  which  we  must  bear  in  mind  for 
future  action.

Smoke  emission  is  still  being  energetically  pursued,  and 
much  help  and  co-operation  has  been  obtained  in  this  matter  from 
the  Regional  Office  of  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power.  Most  of 
the  factories  have  been  visited  by  the  Ministry’s  demonstration 
stoker,  who  has  advised  them  on  more  efficient  methods  of 
stoking,  etc.,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  these  visits  have  resulted 
in  considerable  improvement. 

However,  much  remains  to  be  done  in  this  field,  and  one  of 
the  problems  remaining  is  the  supply  of  dirty  and  most  un- 


satisfactory fuel.

MEAT.  MUNICIPAL  ABATTOIR. 

The  Municipal  Abattoir  has  catered  for  the  needs  of  over 
140,000  people  during  1946,  in  w'hich  period  a total  of  68,545 
animal  carcases  have  been  inspected.  This  has  absorbed  a great 
deal  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  time,  and,  to  insure  more  efficient 
supervision  at  the'  Abattoir,  Mr.  Hywel  Jones  was  designated 
Abattoir  Superintendent  and  full  time  Meat  Inspector  in 
September,  1946. 

The  fact  that  over  100  tons  of  home  killed  meat  was 
condemned  as  unfit  for  human  consumption  stresses  the  im- 
portance of  this  branch  of  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  duties  in 
safeguarding  the  public  health.

Nine  Formal  milk  samples  were  reported  as  “ Not  Genuine  ” 
by  the  Public  Analyst,  6 being  deficient  in  milk  fat  and  3 in  non- 
fatty solids.  In  most  cases  the  deficiences  were  slight  and  in- 
formal action  was  taken.  A further  case  was  followed  up  with 
“ Appeal  to  Cow  ” samples  and,  of  5 samples  taken,  4 were  below 
standard,  2 showing  slight  milk  fat  deficiencies  and  2 deficiencies 
in  non-fatty  solids.  These  4 “ Appeal  to  Cow  " samples  were 
reported  as  “ Genuine  ” by  the  Public  Analyst,  being  milk  as 
received  from  the  cow. 


Single  informal  samples  of  cake  mixture,  chocolate  semolina 
pudding,  bun ‘flour,  pancake  mixture  and  Yorkshire  pudding 
mixture  were  .all  reported  as  “Not  Genuine,”  all  being  affected 
with  mites.  Action  was  taken  immediately  with  the  vendors  and 
all  suspected  stocks  withdrawn  from  sale. 

Four  Informal  samples  of  vinegar  were  all  certified  as 
“ Not  Genuine,”  being  100%  artificial  vinegar  and  formal  samples 
were  purchased — three  of  these  being  similarly  reported  on  by  the 
Public  Analyst.  Upon  instructions  from  the  Health  Committee, 
warning  lette'rs  were  sent  to  the  vendors  by  the  Town  Clerk. 

A technical  labelling  offence  resulted  in  a sample  of  Glauber 
Salts  being  returned  as  “ Not  Genuine.”  Informal  action  was 
taken  and  the' matter  rectified. 
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DEFICIENCY  IN  MILK  FAT.  — Davies  v.  Morris. 
The  High  Court  of  Justice  (King’s  Bench  Division),  11th  April,  1946. 

This  appeal  against  the  decision  of  the  Wrexham  Borough 
Magistrates  was  heard  by  the  Divisional  Court  on  x^pril  11th,  1946. 

The  point  at  issue  was  concerned  with  the  retention  of  the 
“ strippings  " for  butter  making  after  the  cows  had  been  machine 
milked.  The  local  magistrates  stated  that  the  milk  produced  by 
machine  milking,  which  was  deficient  in  milk  fat,  was  as  it  came 
from  the  cow  and  decided  that  no  offence  had  been  coipmitted 
by  selling  it  without  the  " strippings.’' ’ 

In  dismissing  the  appeal,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  stated  : — 

“ the  magistrates  gave  the  right  decision  in  this  case  by 
reason  of  the  authorities  by  which  they  were  bound 
and  we  are  bound,  and  Parliament  has  not  seen  fit 
to  amend  the  Act  to  deal  with  these  cases,  however 
much  we  may  regret  it. 

Consequently,  the  appeal  must  be  dismissed  with 
costs.” 

Following  this  decision,  representations  were  made  by  the 
Council  to  the  Association  of  Municipal  Corporations.
